Gentlemen, 

In  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the  Local  Govern¬ 
ment  Board  I  have  much  pleasure  in  presenting  to  you  my  Thirty- 
third  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  and  Sanitary  condition  of 
your  District  during  the  past  year,  together  with  a  Report  of  the 
Sanitary  Inspector. 

Included  in  the  Report  are  seven  tables  as  to  the  Vital 
Statistics  of  the  District,  five  of  which  are  required  by  the  Local 
Government  Board,  one  by  the  Home  Office,  and  Table  (C)  by 
the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

Table  1  deals  with  the  vital  statistics  for  the  whole  District 
during  1906  and  10  previous  years. 

Table  2  deals  with  vital  statistics  of  the  separate  localities  in 
1906  and  10  previous  years. 

Table  3  deals  with  Infectious  Diseases  notified  during  1906. 

Table  4  deals  with  causes  of,  and  ages  at  death,  during  the 
year  1906. 

Table  5  deals  with  Infant  Mortality  during  1906. 

Table  6  is  a  summary  of  work  done  under  the  Factory  and 
Workshop  Act,  1901.

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES  NOTIFIED. 

Under  the  provisions  of  the  Notification  Act,  58  cases  were 
notified  to  me  in  the  Waterloo  Division.  These  occurred  in  48 
houses,  45  were  treated  in  their  homes,  of  which  2  died,  thirteen 
were  removed  to  the  Infectious  Diseases  Hospital,  Liverpool,  and 
none  proved  fatal. 

In  the  Seaforth  Division  85  cases  were  notified  from  71  houses, 
40  cases  were  nursed  at  home  and  2  died ;  36  cases  were  removed 
to  Hospital,  of  which  5  died. 

The  total  number  for  the  entire  District  was  143  cases  in 
119  houses,  and  49  were  removed  to  the  Infectious  Diseases 
Hospitals,  Liverpool.

SCARLET  FEVER. 


Thirty-three  cases  of  this  Disease  occurred  in  26  houses  in 
the  Waterloo  Division,  24  were  treated  at  home  and  all  recovered; 
9  were  removed  to  Llospital  and  none  proved  fatal. 


In  Seaforth  Division  48  cases  were  notified  from  39  houses, 
26  of  the  patients  were  nursed  at  home,  and  were  removed  to 
Hospital,  where  3  died.

DIPHTHERIA  AND  MEMBRANOUS  CROUP. 


Twelve  cases  were  reported  to  me  from  9  houses  in  the 
Waterloo  Division,  10  were  treated  at  home  and  1  died,  2  cases 
were  removed  to  Hospital  and  recovered.  There  were  13  cases 
in  10  houses  in  Seaforth  Division,  7  were  nursed  at  home, 
2  terminating  fatally ;  6  were  removed  to  Hospital  and  recovered. 

Total,  25  cases  and  3  deaths. 


TYPHOID  FEVER. 


Seven  cases  of  this  Disease  were  notified  from  the  same 
number  of  houses  in  Waterloo  Division;  5  were  treated  at  home 
and  1  died,  2  were  removed  to  Hospital  and  recovered. 

In  Seaforth  Division  16  cases  occurred  in  14  houses;  8  were 
nursed  at  home  and  all  recovered,  while  8  were  removed  to 
Hospital,  where  2  cases  died. 


The  number  of  cases  for  the  entire  District  was  23  in  21 
houses  situate  in  different  localities.  Ten  were  removed  to 
Hospital.

The  number  of  persons  attacked  by  this  disease  is  greater 
than  last  year,  which  was  the  lowest  we  have  ever  had.  On  the 
result  of  enquiry  we  found  that  several  of  the  cases  were  of 
persons  employed  on  steamships,  &c.,  trading  to  the  Port  of 
Liverpool,  but  residing  in  this  District,  who,  it  was  stated,  obtained 
impure  water  either  on  shipboard  or  at  the  port  of  embarkation. 
In  one  case  the  infection  was  attributed  to  the  consumption  of 
shellfish. 


PUERPERAL  FEVER. 

One  case  of  this  disease  was  notified  in  the  Seaforth  Division, 
which  died.  Dr.  Sergeant,  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health, 
Preston,  who  has  the  midwives  of  this  District  under  his  super¬ 
vision,  was  promptly  notified  as  to  the  circumstances  of  the  case. 
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ERYSIPELAS. 


Five  cases  occurred  in  Waterloo  Division,  and  7  in  Seafortli 
Division;  all  recovered. 


CHICKEN  POX. 

An  outbreak  of  this  disease  having  occurred  in  May,  amongst 
the  infants  attending  the  Wesleyan  Schools,  Waterloo  (there  being 
31  per  cent,  of  the  children  absent  therefrom),  I  recommended 
that  this  Department  should  be  closed  for  at  least  a  fortnight, 
which  was  done.  The  school  premises  were  properly  cleansed 
and  disinfected  by  the  Council’s  staff. 

DIARRHdA. 

Under  this  heading  we  are  now  obliged  by  order  of  the  Local 
Government  Board  to  include  all  deaths  from  Enteritis  occurring 
under  one  year  of  age.  This  accounts  for  the  great  increase  in 
the  number  shewn  in  Table  IV.  This  arrangement  nearly 
doubles  our  death  rate  from  zymotic  causes,  as  will  be  seen  in 
the  part  of  the  Deport  relating  to  Vital  Statistics. 

The  leaflets  prepared  by  me  on  Advice  on  the  Feeding  and 
Bearing  of  Infants,”  are  still  being  circulated  in  the  District. 
The  Begistrar  has  a  number  of  copies  for  distribution  to  persons 
registering  births.

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INSPECTION  OF  THE  DISTRICT. 

The  Inspector  is  still  continuing  his  house  to  house  inspection, 
and  as  a  result  a  large  number  of  nuisances  were  found  out  and 
dealt  with.  We  have  been  able  to  get  the  walls,  &c.,  of  a  number 
of  dirty  rooms,  stripped  and  cleansed  on  service  of  preliminary 
notices.  The  four  underground  bakehouses  are  clean  and  well- 
ventilated,  and  they  are  kept  in  compliance  with  the  Factory  and 
Workshop  Act,  1901. 

I  received  an  application  to  re-open  an  underground  bake¬ 
house,  which  had  been  closed  for  several  years.  I  informed  the 
applicant  that  it  would  not  be  in  order  to  do  this,  so  he  arranged 
for  the  cellar  to  be  filled  in,  and  a  bakehouse  to  be  erected  on 
the  ground  level.  The  milkhouses  and  shippons  in  the  district 
were  duly  inspected,  and  any  requisition  made  to  the  occupiers 
was  promptly  carried  out. 

The  usual  systematic  inspections  were  made  by  me  in 
company  with  the  Sanitary  Inspector,  all  parts  of  the  District 
being  visited  during  the  year.  We  have  also  visited  places  where 
nuisances  were  reported  to  exist,  a  detailed  account  of  which  will 
be  found  in  the  Sanitary  Inspector’s  Report. 


SANITARY  STATE  OF  THE  DISTRICT  GENERALLY 
AT  THE  END  OF  THE  YEAR. 

Until  the  last  three  months  of  the  year  we  had  very  few 
cases  of  Infectious  Disease,  but  during  the  last  quarter,  however. 
Scarlet  Fever  and  Diphtheria  were  prevalent,  they  almost  entirely 
diminished  towards  the  close  of  the  year. 

The  number  of  bins  for  house  refuse  has  been  greatly 
increased,  and  I  have  no  doubt  that  this  system  will  be  more 
extensively  adopted  in  the  coming  year. 

The  flushing  of  house  drains  which  was  commenced  in  the 
middle  of  1905,  has  been  continued,  in  addition  to  the  flushing 
of  drains  after  infectious  disease.  In  consequence  of  the  above 
measures  which  have  been  taken  to  prevent  the  spread  of  disease, 
I  consider  the  District  to  be  in  a  good  sanitary  condition. 


VITAL  STATISTICS. 

ZYMOTIC  DEATH  BATE. 


The  number  of  diseases  under  this  heading  has  been  increased 
this  year,  by  the  addition  of  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  of 
age  from  Enteritis,  which,  by  order  of  the  Local  Government 
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Board,  has  been  included  under  Diarrhoea  for  the  first  time.  If 
the  old  classification  were  continued  the  number  of  deaths  from 
these  causes  would  have  been  33,  a  death  rate  of  1‘24  per  1,000, 
but  with  the  new  classification  the  number  has  been  increased  to 
46,  giving  a  death  rate  of  1*74  per  1,000;  9  of  these  were  in 
Waterloo  Division,  a  death  rate  of  0-75,  and  37  in  Seaforth 
Division  a  death  rate  of  2*56. 

In  the  year  1905,  25  deaths  v/ere  reported,  giving  a  death  rate 
of  0-95  per  1,000  of  the  estimated  population.

GENERAL  BIRTH  RATE. 

There  were  669  births  registered  in  the  District  during  the 
past  year,  viz.,  356  males  and  313  females,  giving  a  birth  rate 
of  25-33.  Of  these  278  were  in  Waterloo  Division,  145  of  which 
were  males  and  133  females,  which  gives  a  birth  rate  in  this 
Division  of  23-23.  In  Seaforth  Division  the  numbers  were  391; 
211  males  and  180  females,  a  birth  rate  of  27-06.  Last  year 
the  births  were  692,  giving  a  birth  rate  of  26-52. 

GENERAL  DEATH  RATE. 

The  deaths  registered  during  the  year  numbered  283,  shewing 
a  total  rate  of  mortality  for  the  entire  District  of  10-71  per  1,000 
of  the  estimated  population.  Of  these  104  were  in  Waterloo 
Division,  giving  a  death  rate  of  8-69  and  179  in  Seaforth  Division, 
a  death  rate  of  12-39. 

In  1905  the  deaths  numbered  275,  giving  a  death  rate  of 
10-53  per  1,000  of  the  estimated  population.

Urban  District  Council  of  Waterloo=with=Seaforth. 

Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  submit  my  Annual  Statement  of  the  work  done  in 
the  Sanitary  Department  during  the  past  year,  and  also  particulars 
of  nuisances  abated,  and  improvements  effected  thereby. 

INSPECTION  OF  THE  DISTRICT. 

In  addition  to  the  ordinary  routine  work  involved  in  the 
investigation  of  complaints,  &c.,  a  large  number  of  references 
from  the  flushers  have  been  dealt  with.  House  to  house  inspec¬ 
tions  have  been  made  in  17  streets  in  the  District  resulting  in  the 
discovery  of  a  large  number  of  defects  as  will  be  seen  from  the 
summary  at  the  end  of  this  Heport. 

The  total  number  of  inspections  being  1,486. 

NOTICES,  &c.,  SERVED. 

Five  hundred  and  seventy-four  preliminary  notices  with 
respect  to  various  nuisances  found  in  the  course  of  inspection  were 
served  upon  owners  or  occupiers,  most  of  which  received  prompt 
attention.  In  114  instances  nuisances  in  connection  with  125 
houses  were  reported  to  the  Health  Committee,  and  instructions 
given  for  statutory  notices  to  be  served,  but  it  was  necessary  to 
serve  only  28  notices,  as  the  nuisances  were  abated  between  the 
times  of  Committee  and  Council  Meetings. 

The  various  premises  were  visited  during  the  progress  of  the 
work,  with  the  object  of  seeing  that  the  notices  were  complied 
with,  the  number  of  such  re-inspections  being  2,437. 

Also  81  letters  were  written  to  owners  and  others  calling 
attention  to  notices  which  had  not  been  complied  with.  I  have 
also  had  frequent  interviews  with  owners,  occupiers  and  con¬ 
tractors  in  all  parts  of  the  District,  relative  to  works  required  to 
be  done. 
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SMOKE  TESTING. 

The  smoke  test  has  been  applied  to  the  drains  of  360  houses, 
and  many  defects  were  discovered  which  would  not  have  been  found 
out  by  a  superficial  examination. 

Twenty-seven  of  the  tests  were  at  the  expense  of  occupiers  or 
prospective  occupiers  who  were  desirous  of  knowing  the  sanitary 
condition  of  the  premises  they  were  interested  in.  After  the 
examination  a  report  was  sent  to  the  persons  who  requested  the 
application  of  the  test. 

DRAINS. 

Four  hundred  and  ninety-two  defective  drains  have  been 
repaired,  relaid  or  reconstructed,  a  large  number  being  found  by 
means  of  the  smoke  machine  on  the  Vicarage  Estate,  and  at  houses 
in  the  roads  off  the  North  side  of  St.  John's  Road.  A  number  of 
these  drains  were  connected  direct  to  the  sewer  without  the 
intervention  of  a  suitable  trap ;  34  disconnecting  traps  have  been 
fixed,  inlet  ventilation  has  been  provided  to  96  drains,  and  in  one 
case  outlet  ventilation  has  been  obtained  by  a  4-inch  shaft  fixed 
at  the  head  of  drain  and  carried  up  above  eaves  of  house  roof. 
In  2  instances  drains  passing  under  houses  were  removed. 

Seventy  choked  drains  have  been  opened  and  cleansed,  and 
105  gullies  fixed  in  lieu  of  defective  gullies  or  mason’s  traps. 

PRIVIES. 

Two  privies  have  been  abolished,  and  in  one  instance  a  water 
closet  provided,  in  the  other  case  the  privy  was  out  of  use,  and 
was,  therefore,  made  up,  there  being  sufficient  water  closet  accom¬ 
modation  on  the  premises.  It  was  not  necessary  to  serve  notices 
under  Section  36,  Public  Health  Act,  1875,  as  the  owners  did  the 
work  on  service  of  preliminary  notice. 

WATER  CLOSETS. 

One  foul  pan  closet  was  removed  and  a  pedestal  closet,  pro¬ 
vided  with  a  separate  flushing  cistern,  fixed. 

Thirteen  choked  closets  have  been  opened  and  cleansed,  while 
60  new  basins  and  46  new  traps  have  been  fixed  in  lieu  of  foul  or 
defective  ones.  Twelve  closet  apartments  have  been  provided  with 
improved  ventilation ;  at  80  premises,  defective  roofs,  walls, 
seats,  floors,  &c.,  were  made  good.  A  proper  and  sufficient 
flush  of  water  has  been  provided  to  39  closets,  and  4  closet  cisterns 
have  been  repaired.  In  5  instances  flush  pipes  have  been  made 
good  and  300  connections  of  the  flush  pipes  with  closet  basins 
made  water-tight. 

SOIL  PIPES. 

Four  soil  pipes  have  been  ventilated  by  4-inch  shafts  carried 
up  to  a  safe  point  above  eaves  of  roof,  and  37  soil  or  ventilating 
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pipes  were  renewed  and  made  gas-tight.  In  185  instances  the 
joints  of  soil  or  ventilating  pipes  have  been  made  sound,  and  125 
drains  from  such  pipes  repaired,  while  25  connections  of  soil  or 
ventilating  pipes  with  drains,  and  40  connections  of  closet  traps 
with  branch  soil  pipes  have  been  made  good. 

Choked  ventilating  pipes  at  12  premises  have  been  cleared. 

WASTE  PIPES,  &c. 

Untrapped  and  defective  waste  pipes  have  been  trapped  or 
made  sound  in  81  instances,  and  28  lavatory  and  bath  waste  pipes 
have  been  trapped  and  made  to  discharge  separately  in  the  external 
air;  9  choked  waste  pipes  were  cleared. 

Eighteen  rain-water  conductors  have  been  disconnected  from 
soil  pipes  or  drains  and  made  to  discharge  over  trapped  gullies, 
and  40  rain-water  pipes  have  been  made  good. 

New  salt-glazed  stoneware  sinks  have  been  fixed  in  10  instances. 

FLUSHING  OF  HOUSE  DRAINS. 

The  Surveyor  has  furnished  the  following  particulars  of  the 
work  done  in  his  Department  in  connection  with  the  flushing  of 
house  drains.  In  2,303  instances  drains  were  found  to  be  in  a 
choked  condition,  and  2,187  were  cleared  by  the  flushers  at  time 
of  visit.  Where  they  could  not  deal  with  the  chokages,  or  when 
other  structural  defects  were  found,  a  reference  was  made  to  the 
Sanitary  Department;  the  number  of  such  references  being  1,065.

HOUSES  LET  IN  LODGINGS. 

The  Houses  let  in  Lodgings  or  occupied  by  members  of  more 
than  one  family,  have  been  visited,  and  attention  has  been  directed 
to  the  condition  of  the  rooms  as  regards  cleanliness  and  ventilation, 
and  to  the  general  sanitary  state  of  the  premises.  I  find  an 
improvement  in  these  houses,  as  the  occupiers  appear  to  realise 
that  the  Regulations  demand  a  standard  of  cleanliness,  and  that 
any  default  can  be  promptly  dealt  with.  When  houses  are  found 
to  come  under  the  above  heading,  I  have  the  rooms  measured,  and 
space  sheets,  together  with  a  copy  of  the  Regulations,  served  upon 
the  chief  occupiers.  This  entails  a  large  amount  of  work  as 
many  of  these  families  move  about  from  house  to  house. 
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During  the  year  52  visits  have  been  made,  17  rooms  weie 
measured,  and  in  5  instances  overcrowding  was  found,  while  in 
one  house  the  bedroom  floors  were  in  a  dirty  condition.  Those 
matters  were  all  attended  to  upon  written  or  verbal  notice  being 
given  to  the  Chief  Occupiers. 

Seventeen  houses  have  been  marked  off  the  Register  as  they 
have  ceased  to  be  sublet,  and  4  houses  have  been  placed  thereon, 
making  a  total  of  16  houses. 

COWSHEDS,  DAIRIES  AND  MILKSHOPS. 


Five  applications  to  be  registered  as  cowkeepers  or  purveyors 
of  milk  have  been  received.  In  one  instance  the  application  was 
withdrawn  as  the  shop  was  not  suitable  for  the  business.  The 
others  were  granted  after  an  inspection  of  the  premises.  T  le 
cowsheds,  dairies  and  milkshops  have  been  periodically  visited  and 
I  found  them  in  a  satisfactory  condition,  a  total  number  of  231 

visits  being  made. 

In  5  shippons  overcrowding  was  found,  the  excess  number 
of  cows  being  removed  upon  verbal  notice  being  given.  Altera¬ 
tions  have  been  made  in  2  shippons,  so  as  to  increase  the  air  space 
and  allow  of  more  cows  being  housed  therein. 

The  limewashing  and  cleansing  was  done  in  every  instance. 
Notices  have  been  served  to  remedy  defects  in  connection  with  the 
premises  and  they  have  been  complied  with. 

There  are  38  cowkeepers  and  purveyors  of  milk  on  the 
Register. 

INSPECTION  OF  FOOD  SUPPLY. 

The  food,  &c.,  exposed  for  sale  in  the  District  has  been 
inspected  from  time  to  time,  no  seizure  being  made. 


EXAMINATION  OF  FOODSTUFFS. 


During  the  year  I  submitted  52  samples  of  milk,  10  samples 
of  canned  and  potted  meats,  and  4  samples  of  Ice-cream  to 
Professor  Sir  R.  Boyce  for  bacteriological  examination,  and 
certificates  have  been  received  with  regard  to  the  canned  meats, 
ice-cream,  and  47  samples  of  milk,  leaving  5  certificates  out¬ 
standing  at  the  end  of  the  year. 


jjiLK. _ Twenty-nine  of  the  samples  were  obtained  from  local 

purveyors  and  23  from  persons  residing  outside  the  District. 

The  Tubercle  Bacillus  was  not  found  in  any  of  the 
samples.  Of  the  29  samples  from  local  sources  5  "®™.  fg* 
to  be  free  from  indications  of  contamination,  the  Bacillus  Coli 
Communis  was  discovered  in  21  samples,  while  in  5  instances  the 


guinea  pigs  died  before  the  test  was  complete,  and  3  certificates 
have  not  yet  come  to  hand.  With  respect  to  the  23  samples 
obtained  from  persons  residing  outside  the  District,  5  were  returned 
free  from  indications  of  contamination  ;  the  Bacillus  Coli  Communis 
was  certified  to  be  in  15  samples,  in  one  of  which  the  Bacillus 
Enteritidis  Sporogenes  was  also  present,  the  Bacillus  Enteritidis 
Sporogenes  was  in  1  sample  and  in  4  cases  the  guinea  pigs  died 
before  the  test  was  complete;  2  certificates  have  not  been  received. 

Canned  and  Potted  Meats. — Ten  samples  were  sent  in  and 
the  following  were  returned  as  sterile,  one  each  of  Potted  Ham, 
Ham  Loaf,  Beef  Loaf,  Veal  Loaf,  Mulligatawny  Soup,  Potted 
Beef,  and  one  of  Corned  Beef.  One  sample  of  Potted  Ham  (tin) 
and  one  of  Corned  Beef  (loose)  were  not  sterile,  but  the  Bacillus 
Coli  Communis  and  Bacillus  Enteritidis  Sporogenes  were  not 
present. 

One  sample  of  Potted  ''  Chicken,  Ham  and  Tongue,”  made 
up  by  a  firm  in  an  adjoining  district  was  certified  to  contain  a 
few  spore-bearing  bacteria  and  the  Bacillus  Coli  Communis  was 
present.”  The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  District  was 
informed  of  this  and  he  gave  the  matter  prompt  attention. 

IcE-CEEAM. — Four  Samples  were  submitted  and  the  Bacillus 
Coli  Communis  was  found  in  2 ;  while  the  Bacillus  Coli  Communis 
together  with  the  Bacillus  Para  Colon,  was  certified  to  be  present 
in  the  other  2  samples. 

In  all  cases  where  samples  of  milk  were  found  to  be  con¬ 
taminated  a  letter  was  sent  by  the  Clerk  to  the  Council,  calling 
attention  of  the  purveyor  to  the  fact  and  urging  strict  precautions 
to  be  taken  in  handling  and  storage  of  same. 

STERILIZED  HUMANISED  MILK. 

The  sale  of  this  milk  was  discontinued  on  March  31st,  up  to 
that  date  851  baskets*  containing  7,020  bottles  had  been  sold. 

ICE  CREAM  VENDORS. 

The  premises  of  manufacturers  and  vendors  of  ice-cream  were 
visited  during  the  summer  months,  and  I  found  them  in  a  clean 
condition.  The  itinerant  vendors  on  the  Fair  Ground  and  Fort 
Hoad  have  been  kept  under  observation.

FACTORY  AND  WORKSHOP  ACT,  1901, 

WORKSHOPS. 

The  Avorkshops,  workplaces  and  laundries  in  the  District  have 
been  inspected,  111  visits  being  made.  The  walls  and  ceilings 
of  17  workrooms  required  limewashing  or  cleansing,  and  in  4  the 
floors  were  dirty.  Eighteen  rooms  have  been  measured  and 
3  found  to  be  overcrowded,  while  67  nuisances  were  discovered  in 
connection  with  workshop  premises.  All  these  matters  were 
promptly  attended  to  by  the  owners  or  occupiers. 

Two  workshops  were  found  to  be  without  sufficient  closet 
accommodation.  In  one  the  notice  has  been  complied  with,  and 
in  the  other  case  the  work  is  in  hand. 

There  are  99  workshops  on  the  Register  and  the  Government 
Inspector  of  Workshops,  &c.,  was  notified  of  7  workshops  which 
were  found  unprotected. 

HOMEWORK. 

Three  lists  have  been  received  with  regard  to  3  persons 
engaged  in  making  wearing  apparel.  The  premises  were  inspected 
and  found  to  be  in  order. 

BAKEHOUSES. 

The  bakehouses  have  been  periodically  visited  and  found  to  be 
in  a  satisfactory  condition.  In  6  instances  the  cleansing  of  walls 
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and  ceilings  had  not  been  done,  and  in  3  the  floors,  &c.,  were 
dirty.  The  work  was  done  upon  written  or  verbal  intimation 
being  given.  The  ventilation  has  been  improved  in  one  bake¬ 
house.  Four  underground  bakehouses  for  which  certificates  have 
been  granted  are  being  used  in  conformity  with  the  Act. 

An  application  to  re-open  an  underground  bakehouse,  which 
had  been  closed  for  some  years,  was  dealt  with  by  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health.  Two  bakehouses  were  found  to  be  unprotected, 
and  the  Government  Inspector  was  notified  thereof.  There  are 
30  bakehouses  on  the  Register,  and  50  visits  have  been  made  during 
the  year. 


TENTS,  SHEDS,  AND  VANS. 

The  living  carriages  coming  into  the  District  have  been  visited 
during  the  year.  They  were  found  to  be  in  good  condition, 
cleanly,  and  free  from  overcrowding. 

As  Wallis’s  Field  is  now  being  used  for  business  purposes,  we 
are  not  likely  to  have  many  of  this  class  of  dwelling  again  in  the 
District. 


INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 


In  accordance  with  the  instructions  of  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health,  investigations  have  been  made  into  each  of  the  143  cases 
of  Infectious  Disease  notified  to  him  during  the  year.  Also 
persons  who  were  notified  by  outside  authorities  as  having  been 
exposed  to  the  infection  of  smallpox,  typhus  fever,  &c.,  were 
visited  and  kept  under  observation.  Ninety-three  intimations 
were  sent  to  Head  Teachers  regarding  school  children  from  houses 
where  there  was  infectious  disease. 

DISINFECTION. 

One  hundred  and  forty-eight  rooms  were  disinfected  and 
cleansed,  paper  being  scraped  off  the  walls  where  necessary.  In 
5  instances  rooms  were  scraped  by  order  of  the  Council,  in  default 
of  compliance  with  notices  served. 

The  steam  disinfecting  apparatus  was  used  252  times,  3,205 
articles  of  bedding,  &c.,  being  disinfected,  and  10  articles  were 
destroyed  at  the  request  of  owners.  During  the  removal  of  the 
disinfecting  apparatus  490  articles  were  taken  to  Liverpool  for 
disinfection. 


HOUSE  REFUSE  CONTRACT. 

The  ashpits  and  bins  in  the  District  have  been  systematically 
emptied  and  disinfected  by  the  Contractor,  the  pits  every  three 
months  and  upon  application,  and  the  bins  weekly.  There  has 
been  a  large  increase  in  the  number  of  emptyings  of  pits  and  bins 


this  year,  a  total  of  76,832  being  reached  as  compared  with  62,961 
in  1905.  This  is  due  to  the  increasing  number  of  bins  and  the 
frequent  clearing.  Contraventions  of  the  contract  have  been 
reported  from  time  to  time  and  dealt  with  by  the  Committee. 
Forty-five  galvanized  iron  bins  have  been  provided  in  lieu  of  ash¬ 
pits,  18  foul  and  defective  pits  being  filled  in  or  made  good,  and 
4  premises  provided  with  ash  accommodation.
